SUBJECT: OGE Draft Bill to Provide a Short Form 

Confidential Disclosure System for Non-Public 
Filers 


1. Attached for your review and comment is a draft bill 
which would amend the Ethics in Government Act of 1978 to 
authorize the President to require any Executive Branch 
employee, who is not required to file publicly pursuant to 
section 207 of that Act, to file a confidential non-public 
report containing such information as the President may 
prescribe. This bill would clarify the ambiguity of present 
law by providing specific authority for the formulation of a 
separate form for non-public filers who presently are not 
covered by the Ethics in Government Act. It is expected that 
the President would delegate the authority to prescribe the 
format and contents of this confidential report to the Office 
of Government Ethics. An abbreviated version of the public 
report presently required for senior executive officials by the 
above Act would then be developed by OGE.
